Thy flcanior Oregon, with war dales to the 
lGth i ust. , arrived at "> o'clock. 

About 200 passengers arrived— half for 
this place and tho remainder fur Portland 
A laryo mail from nil parts of the world has 
been received at tho Post Oilico. 

Gen. I'opo met Jackson near Culpepper, 
Ya. p and after an obstinate li^ht the latter 
retreated un Gordonsville. J! ho Federals 
claim the victory, bur lost 1500 men. 

The report that lialoti llonge was taken by 
the rebel?, is contradicted. Breckonridge 
oecupieil the suburbs fot a short time, but 
tlio non-arrival of reinforcements compelled 
him lo beat a retreat. 

Gen. Robert McOook, whilo riding in an 
ambulance near his brigade, at Deckhardt, 
Tenn., was murdered by guerrillas. 

The Federals have fallen back from Mal- 
vern Hill. 

Richmond lias not been evacuated but 
much sickness prevails [hero. 

The Secretary ol Win has ordered as fol- 
low*: First-liy direcliou ol the Presidcnt,tbat 
no citizen liable to be draltcil into the militia 
shall be allowed to go to a foreign country. 
All marshals and military officers are directed, 
dihI all police authorities especially, at points 
on the United States seaboard and frontier, 
are authorized and directed to ariest and de- 
tain any person or persons about to depart 
from the United Slates in violation of this 
ord'jr. Second-— Any person liable to be dratt- 
ed who shall absent himself from his county 
or State before such draft is made, will be ar- 
rested wherever found within the jurisdiction 
Of the United Slates, and conveyed to the 
nearest military post or depot, where he will 
be placed on military duty for the term of the 
drult. Third — The writ of liahcas corpus is 
hereby suspended in respect to nil persons so 
arrested and detained, unci in respect lo all 
persons arrested for disloyal practices. 

The rebel ram al Savannah is ihe British 
steamer Fingal, covered with railroad iron. 

A meeting ol those iulerested in building 
the l'aeilie Railroad is called fur on the first 
Tuesday ol' September, at Chicago. 

It is not Hue as telegraphed, that Farra- 
gut asked a truce in passing ibo rebel bat- 
teries at Vicksburg. On the contrary, ho 
went down firing broadsides from every 
vessel. 

The British steamer Medora, while trying 
to run the Charleston blockade, has been 
captured. 

Washington, Augti I [1.— Further particu- 
lars of the battle at Culpepper state that the 
rebels unmasked their batteries on tho moun- 
tain slopes and ever,- hill, making crescent 
batteries of nearly three miles, and command- 
ing our own position. For two hours our bat- 
teries were exposed b-> a cross Hank lire at 
every point, the rebels evidently outnumbering 
us in guns and weight of metal. We replied 
shot for shot until o'clock, when the rebels 
opened an IinOeld battery on our right. Hen. 
Hanks gave orders to cease firing and charge 
this battery to destroy it. This duly was as- 
signed to Crawford's brigade of William's 
division, and the 4Gth Pennsylvania regiment 
led the charge. Behind the battery was a 
thicket ol scrub oak-, and before the -llilh 
could reach the rebel guns they were mowed 
down by a terrific lire Iron' the thicket. The 
rest of the brigade was quickly brought up, 
and subsequently tho rest of (Jen. Anger's 
commands, but tho brigade ol rebels was 
formed at every point. This battle ground was 
in ihe thick wood with a ravine on our right. 
Nearly all their infantry had been concealed 
during the shelling, alter securing themselves 
from observation by our pickets. This was 
probably one ol tho hardest contested battles 
in Virginia, lasting until dark, when our forces 
retired from the Held, taking a new position 
beyond the reach of the enemy's guns, which 
were in advantage of our position on the 
heights. Our iufiintry was badly cut up, and 
we lust two gnus. The enemy's loss was cer- 
tainly greater than ours, as their dense columns 
were frequently riddled by our artillery. Ac- 
counts represent the enemy's estimated force 
at 20,000— ours, exclusive of cavalry and 
artillery, not exceeding 7,000. The number of 
our soldiers wounded is huge, but llicir wounds 
are generally slight. The number killed is 
small. 

Washington, August 12.— The battjo of 
Culpepper was the most dospernto of the 
war, invulving about even losses on both 
sides, the rebels losing more officers than the 
Union forces. The rebel genorals Winder 
und Trumble are certainly killed, We lose 
none above colonels. Gun. I'opo telegraphs 



that the rebels had not renewed tho engage- 
ment yesterday or to-day! They all' two 
miles from the batt'e-field, which we occupy, 
while the headquarters still remain at Cul- 
pepper. Both lire rebels ami oar forces have 
been reinforced, and tho renewal of ihe en- 
gagement cannot be Tar distant. 

The loss ol Ido in the Ohio and Indiana 
regiments is very large, tliov being in Banks 
division, which' did most of tho fighting, 
resisting Bwoll's and Jackson's forces com- 
bined. The battle was brought on by Ewbll's 
endeavoring to prevent the concentration of 
our forces at certain points Cor a movement 
on Gordon ville ; tiietefore, they throw all 
iheir forces on Backs, for Ihe purpose of an- 
nihilating or surrounding his division. They 
succeeded in preventing this movement at 
an immense sacrifice of their force, leaving 
l'ope's army fresh for another demonstration 
on Gordonsville. Tec rebels are reinforcing 
Kwell and Jackson I m IH'.-lniiiinil, mid it 
is not improbable lii ,t a mow itieilt Ull fxietl- 
in uid from another point may commence. 

Independence, Mo., has been taken by guer- 
rillas. 

Utica, Mo., August 13. — Colonel Guitar's 
forces caught I'oindex'.er's guerrillas at Coinp- 
ton's Ferry, Grand river, on .Monday night. 
They killed L0, wounded 12, drowned 30, and 
captured his whole train one third ol his horse, 
I arms, and all the baggage and ammunition. 

Miuiriiis, August 11.— The Grenada Appeal 
ol ihe 8th has a despatch Irom I lumbei land 
J Gap, saying thai n battle has been fought there 
between Gen. Raines and Gen. Carter, result- 
ing in the defeal ol the latter and the capture 
of the entire Federal force, with store-:, etc. It 
is stated that 7000 prisoners were taken, The 
same paper states that Hen. llueil is in 'a pre- 
carious position. These are rebel reports and 
must be taken willh many grains of allowance. 

Kebel reports represent Buell as bavin- 
Kirby and Smith in bis front, with folk and 
Bragg in his rear. 

Boston-, August 13 — Gov. Andrew of 
Massachusetts bad ordered negroes to be 
enrolled among those subjeol to ihe draft. 

Chicago, August 13, — Washington cor- 
respondents continue to assort that one of 
ihe most imporlant military movements 
made siuco the war commenced is now in 
progress; bui it is not sufficiently consum- 
mated to permit iis publication, ft is re- 
garded us a most masterly stroke, and cannot 
but result in the speedy downfall of Rich- 
mond. 

In consequence of the striol drafting order 
received to-day, I'rovost Marshal Kennedy 
has prohibited passengers from going out in 
the California eicamer, and she has been de- 
tained. 

Tho rebel boat Arkansas was blown up lo 
prevent her falling into the hands of Ihe 

Federals. 

Memphis. August 15 — Information which 
has been received rrom Southeastern Ten- 
nessee, but not, however, considered reliable, 
indicates that a move is being made against 
Gen. Buell. Beauregard is reported to he al 
Chattanooga, co-operaling with Bra":;, and 
Iheir combined force is said to bo not less 
than 70,000 men. 

Tho Riege of Vicksburg has been rai.--ed 
by the Federals. 

Boston, August 10.— A despatch received 
hero to-day says that Gen. Burnsido's army 
had arrived at Culpepper. 

Despatches from Gen. Sigel's headquart- 
ers, Friday, Ihe 15th, state ib.it in every 
house between Cedar Mountains and the 
Rapidan, wounded rebels have been found. 
Contrabands report that Jackson is driving 
all the colored peoplo before him, and lias 
ordered them lo be shot if they attempt to 
escape. The country near Orange Court 
House is stripped of food and forage. The 
planters begin to b ar starvation, and say 
ihey will all even endure that before they 
take ihe oath. Scouting parties from Gor- 
donsville report that Jackson's entire army 
bad reached there. Deserters say more than 
5,000 conscripts have loft Jackson, und are 
now straggling about in the woods. 

Chioaoo, August 17.— From tho Peninsula 
correspondent of the New York Times, we 
learn that McClellan was engaged during the 
pa-l week in withdrawing Irom Harrison's 
Landing a body, moving by lai d towards Will- 
iamsburg, and on the dames liver in trans 
ports. Tho place of destination is ol course 
not known, though conjecture mentions Aquia 
Creek, Fredericksburg, Ortfann, and points on 
the \ or k river. 

St. Lours, August 17. -A fight is reported 
to have taken place at M usee I, Park county, 
on the 14th, between Guitar and Poindexter. 
The former fought the hitler for 18 miles run- 
ning. Poindcxtcr's troop- are scattered in all 
directions. A letter daied Glasgow, Howard 
county, on Ihe Lath, says that from 200 to 300 
ol them were killed and wounded. A good 
many guerrillas are reluming home and have 
sent word on what conditions they can remain 
there,

The War in tlic State.}, 

The lost dispatches from tho peat of war 
come down to August 17, oiglil days, ngo, 
The scut of active warfare, as disclosed by them, 
is Virginia, Tennessee, Kentucky, Arkansas, 
^Missouri, anJ Ikton Kongo in Louisiana. In 
the latter place, cx-Yicc-President Breckin- 
ridge bad attempted to disfodgo the Federals, 
without success. In Arkansas, souio fighting 
i3 going on, and likewise in Missouri. JJui in 
neither ol those three places were there any 
important military exploits. Mis-nun .seems 
to swarm with guerrillas. In Teiuiessee, (!en. 
J-Juell seems to bo in some danger from Beau- 
regard, and Braggj who are reported to have 
under them 70,000 men, At Tazcvillc, near 
Cumberland Gap, wc observe that the brigade 
of our former townsman, J. F. Do Courcy, 
hxs been attacked by Stevenson, Confederate, 
The first day tho Confederates were defeated, 
with considerable loss. There is nno'hor state- 
ment that tho Federals were captured in tho 
second day's fight ; but n Louisville dispatch of 
August 10, seems to discredit it. Throughout 
tho whole South and West, there appears to be 
no military movemonts of an important char- 
acter, except tho nianoeuvoring between Buell 
and Beauregard in southeast Tennessee. Buell 
appears disposed to form a junction with- tho 
Army of Virginia. The real seat of war is 
still 'Virginia. What the Confederates are 
about there, with tho exception ol Gen. Jack- 
son, Federal dispatches don't say. Their 
force in and about Richmond is nut down at 
'200,000, with only one half lit for effective 
operations. If Jackson has 70,000. the (,'on- 
federatos have 270,000 men in Virginia alone. 
Jackson has fought :t desperate battle with 
Banks, at Cedar Mountain, near Culpepper; 
but the battle was a drawn one, the Confeder- 
ates apparently being worsted, as they re- 
treated, l'ope wan in pursuit. Jackson sccm3 
disposed to fight another battle at Gordons- 
ville. That is an important point. It is 
about cqni-distant between Washington and 
Richmond, and is where a branch railroad 
crosses to the Acquia Creek and Richmond rail- 
road from the railroad from Washington to 
Lynchburg and south-western Virginia. A 
desperate fight is likely to occur' there : for if 
the Gordonsville branch falls into Federal 
hands, the advance on Richmond will bo ren- 
dered far easier. What Gen. McClellan is 
about, it is difficult to say. Somo accounts 
Ecem to say that ho is moving his forces from 
James River, so as to form a junction or new 
base of operations with Gen. Pope's forces. 
Such appears to bo the safest conclusion to 
draw from the dispatches ; for we well remem- 
ber that after the battles before Richmond, 
McClellan was largely reinforced, Out noi he 
is sending his forces away. If a new lin of 
delense can be formed between Washington 
aud Richmond, at ( iordonsville, the Federals 
will be able to wait till '.heir new levy of 
300,000 men is brought int.) the field. In 
the meantime, the supplies ol the Confederates 
will become shorter. It is not improbable that 
the entire new tnbvemcnts of the Federals may 
have reference to killing time, liil the new 
levies are enrolled, aud in the field. Nothing 
but an overwhelming force from the North 
scorns capable of conquering the South ; and 
the new vigor of the Washington Cabinet is 
proof positive that such is their opinion. 

The' war is becoming truly horrible. A 
thousand bloody spots have each a tragedy; 
aud every day between guerrillas and regular 
forces there are more bloody deeds added to 
the number. No one in tho interest of hu- 
manity can desire other than a speedy end to 
the conlliet. Tho sooner both sections put 
forth their entire strength, the quicker will 
peace come. The iron-willed lenders of the 
South who have swollen their armies by con- 
scription, are now likely to be checkmated by 
the North. Every man from 18 to 45 is subject 
to bo drafted in the North, and the most rigid 
regulations are enforced to prevent any evasion. 
The war is becoming unpopular evidently in 
the North. Tho volunteer phrenzy has ceased, 
else drafting would not he resorted to, The 
grand struggle for supremacy is evidently near 
at band ; and although the South possesses an 
immense force, still ihe chances remain on the 
side of the North. There is no hope, however, 
of peace belore another year: at least there is 
nothing to indicate that it is nearer.

Arrivals from Stiokeou— Conflicting Ac- 
counts- 



Tha steamers Flying Dutchman and Emily 
Harris have arrived from Stiokccn Rivor 
sinco Saturday last. The iirst bad 00, and 
the last, 10 passengers. The passengers 
generally k :ivu bad '"accounts of the pros- 
pects of the country. The Dutchman had 
about $2000 in nohl dust aboard, and the 
Emily Harris brouyht back several head of 
sheep, sale of which could not lie had at the 
river. Provisions are plentiful and cheap at 
the diggings, The following private letters 
have been ban. led us for publication, and 
from their tenor wo are disposed to believe 
that Stickeen will yet prove another Eraser 
lliver iii ISoS, with modorato wages on most 
of the bars — ^ooil diggings on a few j — and 
that by following up the stream to the head 
of the Upper Canon, a second Cariboo will 
be Struck. ' The letlsrs tell their own story, 
and our readers can draw their own con- 
clusions :

J.VMUS Duncan, Esuf. — I) i:\nSiu We lauded 

nt the mouth of tho river on the 22U of June, and 
after remaining there one week, wo started for the 
upper country, which took us three weeks to go 
lot) miles to the milling district. Not far from 
where we camped the miners are doing well ; the 
miners are milking from SI t ) $100 per day to the 
hand. The water is BO high lit this lime thilt there 
is nothing doing, and III i river will continue so 
until the middlo of September, and then there wilt 
hen chance to prospect the bars and work nboul 
two months before the winter sets in. There is no 
place but what a man can get the color of gold 
from 'i to 15 els. to the pah, and our prospects 
nro bright before us. Vou may expect to hear of 
some big strikes being made (luring tho fall anil 
winter. The gold is line and hard to save, only by 
experienced miners. There was a company of men 
started on the 20th of July to go above tho big 
canon, n distance of U'O miles, they have taken 
grub with them to last to the middlo of October, I

had quite onrjugh of assaults on private in-

We quite agree 
with "Citizen.'/ There bus been quite 
enough — indeed, too much — of such work, 
ami it must be put a slop lo speedily or there 
is no calculating the amount of mischief 
Which may ensue. In the days of King 
Boraba, at Naples, men were arrested and 
cast into dungeons for merely "tipping a 
wink" to mi acquaintance or looking as- 
kance at n policeman; and here in this Brit- 
ish town of Victoria wo have known a highly 
respectable citizen to be dragged to piison 
for merely whistling to hi,; dog in a public 
street, at nine o'clock in tho evening, and 
another respectable citizen incarcerated for 
twelve hours on li charge of drunken and dis- 
orderly conduct because his horse stumbled 
and threw him lu the ground ! There is 
a line between the ml<v ■■>■■ I the ruled, 
a step on either side ui u.,..-.i sometimes 
causes f abearance lo cease to be a viitue, 
and howevor Utile the authorities and these 
whom they very improperly continue in 
power may liU 
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that Stiokccn lliver will prove to he the most ex- 
tensive gold region in British Columbia. Ilora 
is a tract of country to accommodate fitly thousand 
men ; and 1 do believe theie will be icu thousand 
miners here before next July; by the by, China- 
men not included, us the miners have passed laws 
forbidding any and all Chiunamen from coming 
up the river or mining in (ho country. 1 have not 
been able to do anything since 1 came up ; I have 
had two felons on my right hand, and it is with 
difficulty that I write this letter. 

The best time for mining is February, March, 
April, May, and the middle of June, ami then the 
witter rise's and keeps up so lung that there is not 
much chance tn mine during the summer; hut if 
there should he diggings on creeks and ravines, or 
hill diggings, there will he a chance for a man to 
work the year round. Tho Indians say Ihc winters 
are very mild, snow from six inches to two feet, 
and there is every indication of mild winters. We 
have made up our minds to spend tho winter in this 
country ; and in order ro do so I am compelled to 
send for a winter's supply of grub, and the first 
gold dust shall be sen: to you, which will not take 
long, after wo once get to work, to make a few 
hundred dollars. If thu Flying Dutchman comes 
down and returns, send my grub up with her ; but 
if the Dutchman don't come up, send it by a good 
■ailing vessel, and if there is nu place at the mouth 
of the 'river lo store it where it will be safe, have 
them take it back to Kurt Simpson and leave it 
with Capt. McXeale, and then 1 can go down after 
the river freezes over and oend it up on the ice. 
I urn anxious to get it up before the river closes 
as then I will be able to work all winter. We 
have made up our minds to cut holes through the 
ice, cart our dirt out, an 1 wash it in the summer 
during high water; it will pay to do it. 

AUGUST 4th. 
News came down the river to-day that there has 
been coarse gold discovered on the Little North 
Fork Of the North Fork of SticUecn lliver, from 
one bit to nine dollar pieces. One company is 
making from ten to twenty-live dollars pi: day. 
V,'e start immediately for the North Fork. 1 send 
a letter to a friend of mine 111 California, pi 
put it in an envelope am! lircct.with postage): 
and oblige; there is n > stamps or envelopes here.

on the llth for a bill of goods. J eoautermind 
the order; don't scud anything until further orders 
from me. Since I wrote to you there has nothing 
of i i ir.rl.- net tm: spt'cd >si (li s scsti n :;f the 
mining district. The w:.tcr still continues too 
high to work and the miners are waiting patiently 
forthe water to go down, co that they can go to 
work. I think there will be a large quantity of 
gold taken out after the water goes down. Tho 
miners who are nt work on the North Fork are 
making from $i to $25 per day. It is a hard 
country to prospect, the miners have to pack their 
grub from 25 to 100 miles in order to prospect, 
and that over a hard, rough, mountainous coun- 
try ; and it is impnsiblo for a man to pack his 
grub a distance of 75 or 100 miles and have any 
grub left alter getting tin lugh, to do much pros- 
pecting ; what wo need hero are mules to pack 
oar provisions to the gold region which is a dis- 
tance of from 100 to 150 miles, and when that can 
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I presume you will hear some hard reports from 
Stickecn, but there should be no reliance placed 
on the statements of the downward discontented 
men, for I can not call them miners. There have 
been any amount of men who came here and never 
tried a pan of dirt, while others have laid around 
waiting for the gold to come to Ihem, and their 
grub getting short and no money to buy mora 
they were compelled lo leave, and the sooner the 
country is rid of such men thobettcril is for those 
that are willing to try to th vclop the resources of 

the country. There Is geld here and no mistake. 
1 am now trying to turn the water from Salmon 
Creek; 1 have it nearly accomplished and expect 
to commence sinking to morrow and should 1 get 
down to the bed-rock nod succeed in prospecting 
the creek before the steamer Flying Dutchman 
leaves, 1 will nivo vou tho details of the prospect 
Should you think it propor you can have this 
letter published.

Cuktis & MooiUi;— When leaving 
Victoria 1 promised to write yen about this coun- 
try and its prospects as a gold region. 1 left Vic- 
toria on the 16th May, tmd only arrived hereon 
the 1 1 ill inst., having lost our boat and provisions 
'JO miles lip the river. We were picked up by other 
parties. There was four of us connected with tho 
boat, and the loss will belittle short of $100, or 
$•100 each. 

Stickeen is not at all what it is represented to be 
in Victoria; instead of tho $10 or $12 dollars wc 
were to make here, it is about as many cents — the 
average earnings of 400 men will not exceed gl 60 
per day ; some few make $3 or $1, but a much 
larger number make next to nothing. The coun- 
try has not been much prospected yet, but I be- 
lieve it will turn out in lime a rich mining country 
when coarse gold is discovered. The gold in the 
river is so fine that item scarcely be saved. I 
would not advise any man to come here until some- 
thing more Is known of ihc country, he will re- 
gret it if he docs. • *

it, 1 1 10 fact is undeniable 
that citizens will not long patiently submit 
lo be kicked, culled, beaten rind dragged to 
a cell for the commission of no offence what- 
ever, There must be an end to it boforo 
Ion.;; and the sooner certain of the gentle- 
men who, dressed in pilot cloth uiih shining 
brass bullous and a little ''brief authority," 
arc in tho almost nightly habit ol lording it 
over privale citizens, are given to uudorstaud 
their true position, thu belter will il be for 
themselves ami tho community at large. 
While quite agreeing with the principles 
laid down by " Citizen" in his communica- 
tion, we must decline its publication on tho 
ground of the personalties and violent lan- 
guage contained therein. 

Difficulties, — On Saltir- 
o'clock, the residents and 
habitues of that part of Government street . 
near lite corner of Johnson, were startled by 
the loud report of a pistol and the noise of 
tin altercation going on at the Highland 
Mary drinking saloon. A tush was made to 
tho bouse when the two proprietors, in the j 
saloon were observed scuffling together on 
the Uoor — one holding in his hand a pistol 
which tho other was endeavoring to wrest j 
from his grasp. Oflicor Levy was fortunate- 
ly among the number attracted lo the spot 
and entered I ho house, separated tho cum- i 
ba'.ants and took possession of tho weapon — 
an English seven-shooter. As the story 
reaches us, the men quarrelled over .sumo 
partnership mutter — html words passed — [ 
one exhibited tho pistol — the other grabbed 
for it, and dining the scuffle which resulted 1 
lor its possession, it accidentally " popped" 
— the ball, like a decent, respectably missile, 
injuring no ope, but contenting itselt with 
entering the wall of iho saloon. Whether 
tho Police Magistrate will take cognizance 
of the aliiair we know not, but every one will 
agree that a loaded pistol is a dangerous 
weapon in the hands of enraged men. 

In a Qukeh Fix— An EIkromj Woman.— It 
is said that when Capts. Swanson and Comp- 
tou had succeeded in making peace with 
tho Russian Bavngas who lately too 1 ; tem- 
porary possession of the II. 1!. Co.'s steamer 
Labouchero, off the coast of Sitka, that the 
Indians seized them and placed each in a 
canoe, then covered their clothes with wild 
geese leathers and paint and, Binging wild 
songs, paddled tho victims in a circle around 
the steamer for several hours. This cere- 
mony giiue through with, they allowed them 
to return aboard again and shortly after loll 
for shore, advising the steamer to weigh 
anchor and quit the neighborhood. Capt. 
Swanson, rightly concluding that his vessel 
was in an uncongenial atmosphere, lollowcd 
the advico given and lost nu tunc ill leaving 
the dangerous locality. During the melee 
the Indians made au attempt to seize the 
person of Mr. Klliot, tho engineer of the 
steamer, who seemed to be an object of es- 
pecial dislike lo them, but his wife, with 
au heroism seldom rnot wish, stood at the 
side of her husband with it cocked revolver 
in her hand and dared tho first redskin to 
lay bands on him. The savages at liist 
affected to treat tho sight of a woman defend- 
ing her husband as a good juke ; but lifter 
two or three attempts to capture the object 
of their wrath, and finding the woman with 
tho revolver "there" every liine finally 
backed out and left the pair unmolested. 
The Labouchere is fully due here. 



Arrival of the Enterprise— Later from 
Cariboo. 

The steamer K itcrpriso nrrivbd on Satur- 
day night from New Westminster, with 100 
passengers and $20,000 in gold. A man from 
Antler cam i down with 88,000. Cant. Coffin, 
of the schooner flat riot, left Last Chance 
Creek on the (ith of August, and informs us 
that he worked 25 days on a elnim there, and 
took only $13 from thu bed rock. The discov- 
ery claim owners, on the same creek, reported 
that on Wednesday, the Ith inst. they cleaned 
up 183 ounces. No othor claim is paying on 
the creek ; some 40 men are lit work on its 
banks. On Chisholm and Davis Creeks no 
good diggings liuvc been found. The cost of 
living is- SC- a day. Many Victorians are on 
Lightning Creek, sinking shafts and sawing 
lumber for flumes. Tho discovery claim, on 
Sugar Creek, was offered our informant for $C>. 
Whitehall Claim, on Lightning, is still re- 
ported to be paying hugely, and Williams 
Creek maintains its old reputation for rich- 
ness. Adams' claim is considered the best on 
Williams. The day before Capt. Collin left 
Lightning, he paid $1 B0 a pound for Hour. 
Nails had been sold as high as $4 u pound. 
Many ol the pnck-unillials are used up, and 
have been turned out to recuperate their ex- 
hausted energies and heal their sore backs. 
Tho camels were reported to have been sent 
to Bentmck Arm, to bring up provisions from 
the Slide. Sixty-five cents per pound in paid 
for packing from Lillooet to Williams Oreek, 
and the packers are making rapid fortunes. 
They arc the " nabobs" of the country. The 
Chinamen have mostly left Cariboo, and are 
now rocking on the forks of the Upper Frascr, 
Nine men — three of the number Canadians, 
live Americans, and mi Indian pilot — were re- 
ported drowned in Frascr River, by the 
upsetting of a canoe above Alexandria, Cupt. 
Coffin heard of the dead body of a Chinaman 
having been found and buried near Mud Lake, 
but learned nothing of the reported murder of 
Uurund and Fish until after reaching Lillooet. 
Mr. Stcnhousc, tho Express messenger, is alive 
ami well, and was nol missing. 

Not a British Subject.

Six men arrived hero yester- 
day from that quarter and slate that they 
wore robbed of everything but their canoe 
by the red-skinned scamps. This is tha 
third rubbery that thu same tribo has perpe- 
liateil this season. They appear to have 
fallen in love with the business. Tho suf- 
ferers should be sent back to the spoton ouu 
of Ihe gunboats and made to point out the 
guilty parlies. 

RrrruitNF.u to his FinsT Love — A mer- 
chant of San Francisco, a burn British sub- 
ject, but a naturalized citizen of the United 
States, wishing to avoid being drafted as a 
soldier, arrived here by thu Oregon on Satur- 
day last anil swore allegiance to Her Maj- 
esty before the Chief Justice of our Island. 
Having obtained llio necessary documents lo 
prove that he was no longer a citizen of the 
Republic, be took passage again by llio 
steamer h,r home. Numbers of naturalized 
foreign citizens, with tho same object in 
view, are expected hero on the next steamer 
—if allowed to leave San Francisco.
